IS UPHELD, BUT

With a death list of eight 
and with six other members reported 
unable to attend the session, the total 
number of available votes in the lower 
house is placed at 139, All but thirty- 
eight of these, therefore, are necessary 
for a two-thirds majority of 102. 

The canvass showed twenty-three 
Cook county Democrats standing be- 
hind the Brennan demand for a fall 
primary. To these were added sixteen 
down state Democrats, showing a Dem- 
ocratic strength alone sufficient to 
knock out the April bill. In addition, 
the Democrats said they found sixteen 
Republicans for fall voting. 

Most of these members are aligned 
with the Thompson-Crowe organization 
in Cook county. 

Finds Only 70 for Bill 

One other test showed the apparent 
impossibility of the governor's pro- 
gram. One of his own Republican fol- 
lowers from an Egyptian district made 
an informal check on the floor and 
found the situation so bad from his 
standpoint that he quit counting. 

“TI found only seventy members will- 
ing to vote for the April bill,” he said, 

As & further <llustration of the atti- 
tude toward the governor’s bills, the 
lower house spent a large part of the 
afternoon chopping up the geperal pri- 
mary bill in the committee of the 
whole.

Leopold himself told intimates the 
copper ball exploded like a hand gre- 
nade, and he ought to know because 
he was in the trenches at the age of 
14. How he happened to escape what 
might have proved fatal injuries, he 
said, was a mystery to him, in view 
of the violence of the explosion. 


Insist Powder Caused Blast. 


Palace officials state the ball merely 
cracked, due to the air inside ex- 
panding from the heat, but experts 
say this is ridiculous and nothing but 
powder could have caused such an ex- 
plosion.

CALIFORNIANS FACE 
FAILURE, FUEL LOW, | 
BUT KEEP ON FLYING 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 18.—(#)— 
Facing a looming threat of failure 
from lack of fuel, Capt. Charles Kings- 
ford-Smith, Australian fiyer, and Lieut. 
George R. Pond, U. & N., sailed 
smoothly aloft through their second 
day of continuous flying in their fourth 
attempt to break the world endur- 
ance flying record. 

The pilots of the 
monoplane Spirit of California who 
took off from Mills field at 8:09 a. m. 
yesterday with 1,535 gallons of gaso- 
line aboard, messaged by radio today 
that they estimated only 350 gallons 
were left, although it was impossible 
for them to ascertain the exact amount 
of fuel still in their tanks. 

Judging from the aviators’ estimate, 
however, it was believed the mono- 
plane could not stay up until after 
1:31:31 p. m., Thursday, when they 
would have broken by one hour the 
record of 52 hours 22 minutes and 31 
seconds set by the German aviators, 
Cornelius Edzard and Johann Risticz. 

The Spirit of California only a few 
weeks ago lost its third attempted as- 
sault on the endurance record when 
a diminished supply of fuel forced it 
to land after remaining aloft 49 hours. 

Frequent radio messages from the 
flyers reported the motors were func- 
tioning satisfactorily today. They suf- 
fered from the cold, particularly after 
a high wind tore away the side cur- 
tains of the plane, said one radio mes-

Passes Away in Home 
at Age of 73. 


Lawrence Cuneo, well known fruit 
commission merchant, died last night 
in his home at 2428 Sheridan road fol- 
lowing an iliness which had been 
serious for more than a week.

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Ravel Presents 
American Jazz 


Composer a Success. 


BY EDWARD MOORE. 


Maurice Ravel’s first day in Chicago 
consisted of a three hours’ rehearsal 


in the morning, a luncheon engage- 
ment at the Cliff Dwellers wherein he 
Was the guest of honor, an afternoon 
so far unaccounted for, and an evening 
concert in the Gold room of the Con- 
gress hotel under the auspices of Pro- 
Musica, in which he, Jacques Gordon, 
and Lisa Roma put over a program of 
his own works. 

One can reckon the first public ap- 
pearance of this hundred pounds or 
so of French composer as a good bit of 
a success. He has no more of a piano 
technique than any distinguished com- 
poser ought to have—perhaps a little 
less—but he is agreeable and unas- 
Suming at the piano. 
are couched in the same elusive, aris- 
tocratic idiom as his earlier ones, the 
Sonatine, for example, which he in- 
cluded in this program. 


There was a set of charming “ Chan- 
sons Grecques,” which Miss Roma, who 
has an expert, easy voice for this sort 
of song, sang charmingly. The other 
set of songs, some jocular “ Histoires 
Naturelles,”” missed fire a bit because 
the words were important and no trans- 
lations were included in the program. 
But M. Ravel and Mr. Gordon opened 
the program with a sonata for piano 
and violin which is going to cause

Lost Grave of 
Joseph Smith 
Is Discovered 


Mormon Chief, Brother 
Slain by Mob in 1844. 


Nauvoo, Ill, Jan. 18.—[Special.]— 
The unmarked grave of Joseph Smith, 
founder of Mormonism, and that of 
his brother, Hyrum, shot and killed 
by a mob on June 24, 1844, and secret- 
ly buried, have been discovered near 
this early Mormon stronghold, it was 
revealed today. 

The bones of the two men were 
taken from graves in the basement of 
a ruined structure in the vicinity of 
the “Old Homestead” of Joseph 
Smith, known as “ The Martyr.” In 
the head of one of the skeletons was

Joseph and his brother, Hyrum, were 
shot down in the Hancock county jail 
at Carthage, Ill., after they had been 
arrested on a charge of treason 
brought against them in connection 
with the destruction of “The Nauvoo 
Expositor,” a newspaper given over 
to the exposure’ of polygamy as a 
Morman article of faith. 

The city council of the then Nauvoo, 
a city of some 25,000 population, had 
ordered the destruction of the publica- 
tion’s plants after the initial issue. Jo- 
seph Smith, founder of the Morman 
cult, was also mayor of Nauvoo. 


Smith, his brother, and several oth- 
ers who were parties to the action 
against the “ Expositor,” were in the 
county jail under the supposed protec- 
tion of the “ Carthage Grays,” a com- 
pany of Illinois state militia, when the 
mob broke in. 

Joseph and Hyrum were shot to 
death and a few days later the bodies 
were removed in a wagon to the old 
“ Mansion House” in Nauvoo.

Record Midyear Classes 
of 19,029 to Be Graduated 


Commencement exercises for the 
largest mid-year graduating class in 
the history of the Chicago public 
schools will be held during the last 
week of January, it was announced 
yesterday by William J. Bogan, as- 
sistant superintendent of schools. A 
total of 19,029 students will be_gradu- 
ated from the various schools. 

The four year high schools will grad- 
uate 3,222, the two year high schools

college, 169; high school post-graduate, 
196; and Chicago Normal college, 24.
